THE MEASUREMENT OF POPULATION. 


The population of Australia has been counted systematically every 10 years since 
1881, but owing to financial stringency the census which ordinarily would have been 
taken in 1931 has been postponed indefinitely. The last census was made on the 4th April, 
1921. 

At the census, the numbering is carried down to the smallest divisions, and full 
information as to age, occupation, nationality, &c., is collected. Between censuses the 
only official counting is for whole States, and information as to age, &c., is necessarily 
incomplete. The inter-censal estimates are made by keeping count of the births and 
deaths in each State, and of arrivals and departures to and from each State. These 
estimates are made by the Commonwealth Statistician for the last day of every quar- 
ter. 

There are, no doubt, errors in the census, but they may be taken as negligible. This 
is not the case with the inter-censal estimates. The counting of births and deaths is very 
accurate, but it has been found impossible to get an exact record of migration. Move- 
ment across land frontiers of States presents obvious difficulties in counting, but experi- 
ence has shown that the estimates of Tasmanian poulation are even more liable to error 
than in the case of mainland States. There is, in general, a considerable number of 
unrecorded departures, so that any State which is losing population by migration tends 
to have its population overestimated. 

When a census is made, the error in the previous estimates is shown. For the next 
intercensal period it is assumed that the previous error is going on, and a correction is 
made to the quarterly estimate by making an allowance, where necessary, for unrecorded 
departures based on the experience of the preceding intercensal period. For Tasmania 
this amounts to an addition quarterly of 65 males and 25 females to the recorded inter- 
state departures, and of 1 per cent. to male recorded departures oversea, and 44 per cent. 
to the female recorded departures oversea. 

From the persistent efforts made to obtain greater accuracy in migration records, 
it might be expected that this allowance would be more than would be required at 
present. On the other hand, the unprecedented drain on Tasmanian population during 
the recent years might be expected to require a still larger allowance. On the whole it 
is probable that the official estimates are very close to the actual facts with a slight 
presumption that the population of Tasmania is being, to a very small degree, over- 
estimated. 

For any division smaller than States it is impossible to give any trustworthy esti- 
Mave between censuses. Where growth has been, on a general impression, steady since 
1911, a fair estimate may be made, based on past experience, and the last quarterly esti- 
mate for the whole State. But war broke all continuity in the last decade, and the recent 
abnormal migration from Tasmania makes any such calculation of little value for any 
town, municipality, or other division of this State. Under these circumstances, the best 
source of information is the electoral roll, and the number of electors enrolled, combined 
with the quarterly estimates for the State, forms a fair basis for rough estimates of inter- 
censal populations of parts of this State. This is the basis of all such estimates printed in 


the following pages.

SUMMARY. 


In the following tables births which have occurred in Tasmania since 1920 have 
been allocated to the districts where the parents usually reside, and deaths have been 
referred to the districts which included the usual residence of the deceased. The dis- 
trict rates are consequently true measures of the matters presented, except in so far 
as a district contains a hospital or infirmary where the inmates are domiciled for 
extended periods. Prior to 1920 it was customary to record births, deaths, and marriages 
as pertaining to the district in which the event occurred. The district rates for these 
earlier years, however, have been adjusted as far as practicable so as to be reasonably 
comparable with the later results.

The increase to the population during 1929 was, therefore, 2502 (701) persons, 
of whom 1102 (335) were males and 1409 (366) were females. 


Births. 


During the year 1929 the births registered in Tasmania numbered 4797 against 
4691 for 1928. The increase over the previous year was therefore 106, of which 
six were in urban districts and 100 in rural districts. The birth rate per 1000 
persons living during 1929 was 22:44, compared with 22-13 for 1928. The rates for Hobart, 
Launceston, and Devonport are practically unchanged, while the rate for the rural dis- 
tricts has increased by 5 per 10,000 persons from 24-1 per 1000 to 24-6 per 1000.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during 1929 was 2176, against 2182 in 1928, 
and 2033 in 1927. The increase of 44 in the number of deaths in 1929 over those of 1928 
is the net result of a decrease of 18 in urban districts and an increase of 62 in rural 
districts. The death rate per 1000 persons in the urban districts was 11-6, against 
12-0 in the previous year; for rural districts the rates were respectively 9-1 and 8-6 
anu for feerne of the State they were 10-18 per 1000 in 1929, against 10-06 per 

in ‘ 
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The urban death rate is adversely affected by the inclusion of deaths in the New 
Town Infirmary and the Consumptive Sanatorium, which properly should be distri- 
buted over the State. The rate for the Southern Rural Division is similarly affected 
by the location of the Mental Diseases Hospital within that division.

INFANT MORTALITY. 


The number of infant deaths under one year during 1929 was 256 (300). The 
infant death rate decreased from 64:0 per 1000 living births in 1928 to 53-4 in 1929. 
This rate compares satisfactorily with an average of 57:3 for the years 1921-27. 
Infant deaths under one month of age are considered to represent approximately 
those occurring from “ prenatal” causes, while those between one month and twelve 
months correspond roughly to “ preventable” causes. The rate for “ prenatal ” causes 
(under one month, excluding still-births), 32 (33) per 1000 births, was very slightly 
better than for last year, so that the improvement referred to was almost entirely due 
to the smaller rate from “ preventable” causes (over one month), which was 21 per 
1000 births, against 31 per 1000 in 1928. The difference between town and country 
a respect to “preventable” infant mortality may be inferred from the following

Still-births. 


Still-births registered during the year numbered 128 (147) and represented 2°6 
(3-0) per cent. of all births, compared with a decennial average (1919-28) of 3-0 per 
cent. Still-births and infant deaths under one month of age equalled 59 (71) per 1000 
live-births, compared with 21 (31) infant deaths per 100 live-births from “ pre- 
ventable ” causes. 


CAUSES OF DEATHS. 


Infants—under One Year. 


Whooping cough, with 11 (19) deaths, was much better than in last year. Deaths 
from infant diarrhea, numbering 23 (388), also showed a marked improvement, the 
decennial average being 46. Congenital malformation accounted for a record number 
of deaths, 40 (17), the nearest approach being in 1922, when 36 deaths were ascribed 
to this cause. In sharp contrast to this was the remarkably low number of deaths 
from congenital debility. During the year only 89 (135) deaths from this 
cause were registered, this being the lowest on record for Tasmania. For 
these two causes, however, comparisons with years prior to 1910 are apt to be 
misleading owing to changes in classification which have been made since that date. 
There was no noticeable deviation from the normal in any other causes.

All Deaths. 


Deaths from heart disease, 324 (313), were numerous, being 53 above the decen- 
nial average. As in 1928 influenza, 31 (22), showed an increase, being still, however, 
under the average. In common with pneumonia and broncho-pneumonia, 197 (203), 
old age, 205 (215), remained above the decennial average (the averages being 
proncho-pneumonia 162, and old-age 174). 
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Having decreased remarkably in 1928, cancer, 204 (166), in 1929 unfortunately 
reverted to its former prevalence, and accounted for 21 deaths more than the decen- 
nial average. Tuberculosis, 126 (138), continued on the decline. After having 
decreased in 1928 to 23 deaths below the decennial average, nephritis in 1929 
increased to 67 (48), which is about the normal occurrence. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


For the year 1929, 1110 (1425) cases of infectious diseases were notified. The only 
important increase was in scarlet fever, 314 (189), while diphtheria decreased from 
909 cases in 1928 to 488 in 1929. The figures for the principal diseases are as follows :—

MARRIAGES. 


There were 1712 (1499) marriages registered in 1929. This is the greatest 
number of marriages since 1920, when 1999 (9:50 per 1000) were celebrated. The 
marriage rate, which was 7-82 in 1921, declined to 6:79 in 1926, and then increased to 
6-82 in 1927, 7:07 in 1928, and 8-01 in 1929.

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COMMONWEALTH METEOROLOGY. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE WEATHER DURING THE YEAR 1929. 


The rainfall for 1929 was over the average fairly generally over the State. Depar- 
tures from normal were considerable in the east, where the excess amounted to over 
40 per cent. of the average, and in the north 25 per cent. At some stations in the 
north-east the rainfall was the highest on record, while at a few northern and eastern 
stations it was the highest since 1917. : 

The mean temperature for the year was about 4 degree below normal in the north 
and south. . 

The outstanding meteorological feature of the year was the phenomenal rainstorm 
of the 4th-5th April, in which falls of from 5 to 18 inches were recorded in 48 hours 
over the greater part of the north-eastern half of the State, resulting in record floods 
in most of the rivers. The month’s rainfall was the highest on record for April at 
most stations in the north and east. In February the rainfall in parts of the north- 
- east was the highest on record for that month, while early in June further heavy flood 
; Du resulted in the highest June totals since 1906 over most of the north and north- 
west. 

Other wet months were December, when totals were generally over the average, 
January over all but eastern districts, and November over the eastern half of the State. 
Rainfall was under-average over the western half in February, and fairly generally in 
May and the late winter and early spring months. 

Mean temperatures were well above the average in February and May. February mean 
night temperatures, represented by the minimum thermometer readings, were the highest 
for 18 years or more at some northern and western stations, as was the mean temperature 
on the West Coast. January and June to December inclusive were, on the other hand, abnor- 
mally cool. The mean of the daily maxima was the lowest on record for January at Laun- 
ceston and Zeehan. Mean temperatures for July and September were the lowest 
recorded for over 20 years at several stations, and that for December the lowest on 
record in the south and midlands, and for 18 years at most other stations. The mean 
temperature for November was the lowest since 1915 in the south. Severe frosts 
occurred at times in June, July, and August, those of the last few days of June and 
1st July being the hardest experienced for 25 years or more in some districts. A 
feature of the weather of the winter and spring months was the frequent occurrence 
of cold snaps with rather rough south. westerly to southerly weather. 

The cool, rainy weather of January was unfavourable for harvesting, but late crops 
and pastures benefited. The heavy rains in April, and subsequent mild weather, ensured 
good winter pastures, and the fine weather in May was favourable for sowing and ger- 
mitiation of early crops. The long-period of under-average temperature which followed 
checked all growth, but with a moderate rainfall crops remained healthy. Notwith- 
standing the severity of the winter and spring temperatures, stock held their condition 
well, and losses of lambs and. sheep in the lambing and shearing periods were not 
abnormal. Rather. dry conditions in the south-east in the early spring caused some 
anxiety, but with good rains in November most crops made a rapid recovery. Novem- 
ber and December were rather wet for the fruit crops and early harvesting, but on the 
whole the season appears to be a good one. 

The chief features of pressure variation and associated weather month by month 
were as follow :— . 

January.—Mean pressure was about :2-inch below normal. This was mainly the 
result of marked activity in the Southern Ocean low-pressure belt in the second and 
third weeks, resulting in the development of very deep depressions with rough north- 
westerly to westerly weather over this State. Showers fell at intervals, particularly 
over the western half. The barometer at Hobart fell below 29-0 inches twice, a read- 
ing of 28-852 inches on the 17th being the lowest recorded in January since 1857. The 
last week was also- unsettled with considerable rain and a recurrence of low-pressure 
activity. 

February was mainly fine with a few very warm days. Mean pressure was about 
-l-inch above normal. Nearly all the month’s rain, which was heavy in the east, fell 
between the 15th and 22nd when monsoonal low-pressure activity was rather marked 
on the mainland. 

In March, somewhat unsettled weather accompanied depressions. of increasing 
intensity in the first ten days and last week, and light rains fell at intervals. The 
low-pressure periods were balanced by intervals of high barometers during the middle 
of the month with mainly fine weather. Temperature fluctuations were considerable, 
and a cold snap with rough southerly weather occurred on the 27th-28th with the 
development of a deep depression in the South Tasman Sea. Some snow fell on the 
highlands. aes 

The flood rains of 4th-5th April developed from a low-pressure system of the 
prevailing monsoonal-Southern Ocean. type The Southern Ocean influence was very 
weak and passed away eastward on 31st March, but monsoonal activity developed over 
Queensland and extended southward during the next few days. On the 3rd and morn- 
ing of the 4th April, a deep cyclone rapidly formed with its centre over Victoria, and 
torrential rains fell in Northern Tasmania with strong easterly winds to gales. The 
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cyclone moved south-west and. marked low-pressure activity extended to the Bight and 
Southern Ocean areas, subsiding by the 13th. The next week or so was fine and warm, 
but another spell of low pressure with showers followed, culminating in a cold snap 
with snow on the highlands and rough southerly weather. The 25th was the coldest 
April day experienced in Hobart for over 20 years. Pressure systems were now of 
the winter (Southern Ocean) type. ee 
Two moderately well-developed disturbances brought some rain about the 6th and 
22nd May, otherwise the weather for this month was fine except for occasional light 
scattered showers with high barometers and moderate temperature fluctuations. 

___ In June, low-pressure activity with considerable rain predominated again, though 
well-developed anticyclones brought finer weather and many frosts in the second and 
last weeks. A deep cyclonic depression advanced from the west. on the 3rd and 4th, 
causing heavy rains and floods in the north-west quarter.’ The development of 4 deep 
depression on the 8th resulted in cold and rough south-westerly to southerly weather 
and snow on the highlands. Similar conditions were experienced with a period of low 
pressure from the 17th to 26th. This was followed: by exceptionally cold frosty weather 
at the end of the month. 


Further frosts with chiefly fine weather occurred about the middle and end of 
July, and temperatures this month were uniformly cool. The weather was unsettled 
with moderate pressure fluctuations and rather frequent showers. A deep depression 
on the 22nd caused high north-westerly to south-westerly and southerly winds, which 
resulted in telegraphic and electric power interruptions and slight structural damage in 
northern districts. Some heavy rain in the north-east also caused a moderate flood in - 
the South Esk River. 


The first fortnight of August was cold and frosty, notwithstanding the passage 
of a moderately deep depression in this interval. The latter part of the month was 
slightly milder, but there was very little fluctuation in temperature. Weather condi- 
tions were still rather unsettled, and depressions of moderate intensity brought moder- 
ate to heavy rains at times over the northern half of the State. 


In September and October there were some intervals of finer weather with high air- 
pressure, but more particularly in September. Two or three anticyclones were of con- 
siderable intensity, and mean pressure for these months was over -l-inch above the 
average. Several fairly general rains occurred with depressions of moderate intensity, 
but falls were chiefly light to moderate. Cold snaps with rather rough southerly 
weather and snow on the highlands occurred at intervals, those of the 1st and 24th 
September and 21st October being particularly marked with sharp frosts as the weather 
cleared. One or two floods occurred in the South Esk and Macquarie Rivers in the 
latter half of October. The summer type of monsoonal-Southern Ocean depression 
appeared again in September. 


Monsoonal influences were comparatively weak at first, but became more pronounced 
in November, when, after a week or so of somewhat unsettled weather and scattered 
showers, a heavy easterly rain developed in the north-east and parts of the south on 
the 11th, causing moderate floods in the South Esk and Macquarie and tributary streams. 
An interval of fine weather was followed later in the month by a week of low-pressure 
activity over the Southern Ocean, and light to moderate rains fell each day with rather 
rough westerly weather. Temperatures were below normal throughout almost the 
entire month, and continued so with one or two short breaks until the end of December. 


Mean air-pressure for December was about -15-inch below normal. Moderate low- 
pressure activity occurred during the first fortnight, and a rather rapid movement of 
pressure systems during the latter half of the month. The generally cool and unsettled 
conditions were broken by two or three short intervals of fine and milder weather. 
Several moderate rains occurred, but a southerly rain on the 21st resulted in the | 
highest registration at Hobart since April, 1917. Depressions developed cyclonic centres 
in or near Bass Strait in five instances with rather rough to rough easterly to south- 
erly weather. The week ended 21st was the coolest experienced in the south in Decem- 
ber for at least 35 years.

Imports for the year 1929-30 were valued at £9,848,000 (£9,235,000), an increase 
of £613,000 or 6-6 per cent. Of this total Direct Oversea Imports accounted for £1,834,000 
(£1,765,000), representing 18-6 (19-1) per cent. of total Imports and Interstate Imports 
accounted for £8,014,000 (£7,470,000) or 81:4 (80-9) per cent. of the total. 

Exports for the year were valued at £9,088,000 (£9,763,000), showing a decrease of 
£675,000 or 6-9 per. cent. Direct Oversea Exports decreased by 9-3 per cent., being valued 
at £2,488,000 (£2,744,000) and were equivalent to 27-4 (28-1) per cent. of total exports.

It may be noticed that the import figures given above differ from those published 
in earlier reports. In those earlier reports it had been supposed that some modifica- 
tion of the import figures recorded during recent years was necessary to make them 
comparable with years prior to 1909, when the ‘‘ bookkeeping ”’ provisions of the Con- 
sitution were in operation. As the earlier figures are not now of the same import- 
ance they have been excluded, so that for the recent and current years all figures may 
be restricted to the actual trading value of the goods imported. In view of the many 
“invisible” factors involved in international exchanges, a precise statement of the 
“alance of payments” as at any particular time for any country is a matter of great 
difficulty, and the case of Tasmania in this regard is not less difficult than that of 
most other countries. In Tasmania a more than ordinary amount of the activity of 
the community is devoted to providing for mainland tourists, a service which has the 
same effect on the trade balance as an export of goods, though no entry appears in 
the trade statistics on its account. On the other hand, there are services such as ship- 
ping, banking, &c., which enter into the equation, but which cannot be valued with even 
a reasonable degree of accuracy. 

The figures submitted, therefore, are those arising from the visible interchange of 
commodities to which definite values can be given. 

Subject to these limitations, therefore, there was a large balance of imports over 
exports in 1922-23 and 1923-24. This corresponds with large governmental borrow- 
ings on Loan Account outside Tasmania and the investment of external capital in local 
industrial enterprises. From 1924-25 to 1928-29, exports exceeded imports in every 
instance, the surplus in the latter year reaching the very high figure of £528,000. 
Providing a striking contrast to the results of the past quinquennium, the returns for 
1929-30 disclose a heavy excess of imports amounting to £760,000, which figure would 
have been even more pronounced but for the unusual export of £426,000 of gold in con- 
nection with the Australian exchange difficulty. The decline in exports is attributable 
to difficult trading conditions and a serious drop in the prices of primary products, but the 
increase in imports over last year’s total is difficult to account for in view of the reduc- 
tion which has been made in the public debt. 

The total value of trade recorded during 1929-30, although lower than in either of 
the years immediately preceding was, nevertheless, greater than any other year since 
1922-23. 

The proportions of Tasmanian trade, done through or with the other States of the 
Commonwealth, remain at about 82 per cent. for imports, and about 70 per cent. for 
exports. 

Consistent with the decline in total trade, the port returns for Hobart and Laun- 
ceston decreased slightly during the year. Burnie, Strahan, Smithton, and King Island 
recorded substantial increases on the figures for the previous year, but the remaining 
ports all reported reduced trade. The returns for Hobart, including, of course, its sub- 
ports on the Huon River and elsewhere amounted to £9,392,399, and represented prac- 
tically half the trade of the State. Contributions to the total trade made by the various 
ports during the past two years expressed as percentages were, as follows :—Hobart, 49-5 
(49:5); Launceston, 31 (32); Burnie, 7 (6:5); Devonport, 5 (5); Strahan, 4 (3-5). 
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CHARACTER OF TRADE. 


IMPORTS. 


The principal classes of imports were as follows:—Food and drink (except alco- 
holic) £1,877,000 (£1,739,000) ; clothing and textiles £1,802,000 (£1,641,000); metals 
and machinery, including vehicles, £2,150,000 (£2,043,000) ; stones and minerals £894,000 
(£751,000) ; animal and vegetable substances, including living animals, but not food- 
stuffs, £369,000 (£403,000); and oils and paints £377,000 (£362,000). 

The items set out hereunder are mainly responsible for the variations in 1929-30, 
as compared with 1928-29 :—

£13,100; butter and cheese, £12,700; structural iron and steel, £12,000; empty 
returns, £10,800; optical, surgical, and scientific instruments, £9800; iron and 
steel, bar and rod, &c., £9700; aluminium, £8300; coal, £8100; plated ware 
and cutlery, £7500; fruit sprays, £7500; kerosene, £7400; seeds, £7300; con- 
fectionery, £7100; wood manufactures, £7100; furniture, £7100; chassis for 
motor-cars, £6200; fresh fruits, £6000; yarns, £5100; oats, £4900; flour £4725; 
and dairy machinery, £4500. 

Decreases.—Motor-cars (complete), £58,200; wool, £52,700; rubber and manufac- 
tures thereof, £34,700; machinery, unspecified, £23,200; tyres and tubes, 
£21,800; electrical machinery and appliances, £21,700; bags and sacks, £18,700 ; 
oils, unspecified, £12,800; groceries, unspecified, £9400; hardware, £9200; 
motor-car bodies, £8200; earthenware, cement, and glassware, £7900; asphalt, 
£7300; fertilisers, £6200; vehicles and parts, unspecified, £5700; chemicals, 
n.e.i., £5400; musical instruments, £5000; dressings and polishes, £4000; 
dried fruits, £3800; and alcoholic liquors, £3300. 

From the above figures it will be seen that the most outstanding alteration occurred 
in the import of ores (calcines), with an increase in value of £140,000. The quantity 
of calcines imported was greater than in the previous year by 13,544 tons, and the value 
per ton was 10s. 10d. higher. 

Clothing and textiles provided the largest increase amongst the various classes, 
mainly as the result of increased shipments of general drapery and boots and shoes. 

Excluding alcoholic liquors, the imports of items in the food and drink classes aggre- 
gated £1,877,000, compared with £1,739,000 in the previous year. The principal factors 
in this advance were heavier purchases of sugar, wheat, butter and cheese, confectionery, 
and fresh fruits. 

Among the more important of developmental imports, showing increases during the 
year, may be mentioned iron and steel of various descriptions, general machinery, includ- 
ing textile machinery and agricultural and dairying implements, and railway and tram- 
way material. The last mentioned item includes locomotives and rails largely in excess 
of similar imports during the previous year. 

The importation of motor-cars declined by £58,200 during the year. Eliminating 
the tourist traffic the net imports during 1929-30 were less than in 1928-29 by £44,000.

The only advance noted during 1929-30 was in petrol, the importation of which has 
increased each year with the growth of this traffic. Petrol is now largely imported in 
bulk, with corresponding reduction in cost, and this is the explanation of the apparent 
decline of this item in the above table compared with 1927-28. 

Imports of tyres and tubes have declined considerably since 1927-28. These goods 
are now produced locally, but other responsible factors in the decline are the growth of 
the retread industry, and the importation of larger proportion of fully equipped cars 
from the mainland. 
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Wool is conspicuous amongst the decreases in imports, with a drop of £52,700, but 
this was wholly due to the decline in wool values, as a greater quantity (approx- 
imately 200,000 lb.) was imported during the year. 


Electrical machinery and appliances, and bags and sacks constitute the largest 
decreases amongst the remaining items. 


Sheep imported numbered 42,389 (24,134), as against 3868 (3361) exported giv- 
ing net imports of 38,521 (20,773) for the period (an increase of 17,748).

EXPORTS. 


Exports for the year ended 30th June, 1930, were valued at £9,088,000 (£9,763,000) , 
a decrease of £675,000 or 6-9 per cent. 


The principal variations in value of exports, compared with last year, are set out 
below :— 


Decreases.—Wool, £489,500; furred skins, £265,100; tin ingots, £102,800; fresh 
fruits, £95,500; potatoes, £80,400; zinc, £76,100; pulped fruits, £62,200; hops, 
£62,100; cement, £42,300; sheepskins, £38,500; zinc ore, £35,700; silver-lead 
ore, £29,800; swedes and turnips, £16,800; osmiridium, £15,100; motor-cars 
and lorries, £13,900, peas, unprepared, £13,400; flour, £11,600; preserved 
fruits, £9900; skins, unspecified, £9600; films, £9000; cattle, £8300; tanning 
bark, £7400; fish, £6600; clothes-pegs, £4700; and tallow, £4100. 


Increases.—-Gold specie, £410,600; rubber manufactures, £126,600; copper blister, 
£83,300; woollen manufactures, £40,700; ores, unspecified, £35,900; hay and 
chaff, £31,900; butter and cheese, £31,800; empty returns, £26,400; cadmium, 
£18,900; calcium carbide, £14,400; jams and jellies, £13,500; ale and beer, 
£13,200; apparel and attire, £11,400; tennis racquets, £7500; other wood 
manufactures, £5121; and barley, £4700. 


Wool represents the largest single decline in export values during 1929-30. The 
reduced quantity exported reflects the decline in local production, but the greater por- 
tion of the drop in export values was due to the fall in wool prices. 


Hides and skins followed next in order with a reduction of more than £300,000, 
due principally to the small shipments of “ other ’’ furred skins owing to the extended 
“close”? season. Exports of rabbit and hare skins also decreased appreciably, and sheep- 
skins likewise were less because of lower prices. 


The reduction in the returns from fresh fruits was solely attributable to the 
very low prices received for oversea apple shipments. Owing to a heavy yield the 
shipments to oversea markets were large, and the average f.o.b. price realised was only 
3s., compared with 7s. 7d. in 1928-29. In 1927-28 when the oversea shipments were even 
larger than in 1929-30 an average of 4s. 4d. was realised. 


The value of the potato shipments during 1929-30 dropped from £659,000 to 
£579,000. Although the average price obtained for the consignments appreciated by 
approximately £1 per ton, the quantity exported amounted to only 57,484 tons or 16,000 
tons less than the previous year, and 12,000 tons less than the past quinquennial 
average. 


Hops was another item of rural production which suffered a heavy decrease in 
export value. Practically the whole of the output of hops is usually exported each 
year, but during 1929-30 the mainland markets were not able to absorb the Tasmanian 
production, notwithstanding that this was on a much reduced scale, and the exports of 
hops consequently fell from 10,629 bales in 1928-29 to 6694 bales in 1929-30. 
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Taking metals as a class the value of the exports declined from £2,396,417 in 1928- 
29 to £2,275,162 in 1929-30, or by £121,355. This must be considered very satisfactory, 
in view of the serious depression in the metal markets. Tin, zinc, lead and osmiridium 
in that order suffered the greatest decreases in export values. Tin declined by more 
than £100,000 as a result of extensive flood damage in the North-Eastern district, and the 
closing of the Mt. Bischoff and other mines owing to the low price. Zinc fell £76,000, 
and, as the shipments were heavier than the previous year, the reduced return was 
caused by the fall in the price of the metal. Lead and osmiridium mining were also 
seriously affected by declining values. 


Copper, on the other hand, was one the few metals with stable prices during the 
year, and the exports of this metal increased by £83,000, mainly as the result of a 
very large increase in production. 


The most notable advance after copper was reported for cadmium, which, des- 
pite a lessened output, returned nearly £19,000 more from exports owing to enhanced 
prices. This metal is being used as a substitute for tin, and was in strong demand 
during the year. 


Apart from gold specie, which, as previously mentioned, was shipped in unusually 
large quantities in connection with exchange, it is gratifying to report that many of the 
principal increases among exports were furnished by the secondary industries. Rubber 
manufactures occupies the most important position in this group, with an increase of 
£126,590, followed by woollen manufactures, which industry has consistently increased 
its shipments during each of the last seven years. Other manufactured items promin- 
ent in the list of increases were carbide, jams and jellies, ale and beer, tennis rac- 
quets, and other wood manufactures. 

Seasonal conditions again favoured the dairying industry, and increased quantities 
of butter and cheese were exported, the excess value amounting to £31,842. Chaff also 
showed an increase of £31,885. 


The quantities of timber shipped were slightly higher than the previous year, with 
the values received practically identical.

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AGRICULTURE AND LIVESTOCK. 


REPORT FOR 1929-30. 


CROPS in 1929-30. 


The area under crop was 265,317 acres, a decline of about 7800 acres, or 2:9 per 
cent. on the previous year, and some 17,600 acres less than the average for the past 
decennium. 

The season was favourable, and yields in most instances were higher than 1928- 
29, and greater than the preceding decennial averages. The high yields, however, 
were offset by the low prices prevailing throughout the year. Two principal crops 
suffering in this respect were apples and potatoes. The reduction in the returns received 
from fresh fruits was mainly caused by the very low prices received from oversea 
shipments of apples. The average prices received for potatoes was low in comparison 
with the previous year, when the loss caused by floods restricted the output, with 
resultant high prices. The average price for 1929-30, however, ranged around the 
levels of previous years when high yields were recorded. 


WHEAT. 


The acreage of wheat declined to 16,805 acres during 1929-30, representing a 
decrease of 5765 acres on the previous year, and some 4700 acres less than the aver- 
age for the past decade. 


The average yield, however, was 4:2 bushels higher than the previous year, and 
the production amounted to 408,849 bushels, compared with 455,336 bushels in 1928- 
29, and 462,433 bushels, the average for the preceding ten years. The average yield 
obtained per acre during 1929-30, viz., 24-33 bushels compares very favourably with 
the 20:18 bushels harvested in 1928-29, and 21:53 bushels during the previous decen- 
nium. 


BARLEY. 


The acreage sown in barley was 6935 acres, an increase of 2322 acres on the pre- 
vious year. Production amounted to 167,784 bushels, 149,667 bushels of which were 
English barley, and 18,117 bushels Cape. The average yield per acre from the former 
variety was 23-81 bushels, and 27-96 bushels from the latter. 


OATS AND HAY. 


In contrast to the previous season the acreage under Algerian oats declined dur- 
ing 1929-30, while that devoted to the white variety increased appreciably, the total 
area advancing by 1459 acres to 39,061 acres, which is, however, considerably under 
the average of 47,540 acres recorded for the past decade. The crop was a heavy one, 
and 1,175,041 bushels were harvested, compared with 1,011,367 bushels in 1928-29, 
and 1,300,416 bushels, the average for the past ten years. Figures for the hay crop were 
identical with those of the previous year. 


PEAS. 


The acreage of peas rose slightly from 23,081 acres, in 1928-29, to 23,581 acres, 
in 1929-30, but the production, owing to the favourable season, amounted to 493,874 
bushels, a gain of 87,234 bushels on the yield of 1928-29, and 112,196 bushels on the 
decennial average. 


POTATOES. 


The acreage under potatoes decreased by 3577 acres to 33,722 acres, which figure 
was more than 1600 acres less than the average of the past ten years. The yield per 
acre, viz., 2°73 tons, was considerably greater than the low average obtained last year, 
and was also in excess of the results of the past decennium, with the result that the 
production amounted to 92,137 tons, an outturn very little inferior to the average of 
the past decade. 


Hops. 


A slight decrease in acreage was again recorded for hops during 1929-30. The 
area of the hopfields has consistently contracted in recent years, and since 1922-23 
more than one-fifth of the acreage then planted has gone out of cultivation. 
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APPLES. 


Although the area planted with apple trees. decreased by 1624 acres during the 
year, and the acreage recorded was the lowest since 1918-19, the yield of 3,950,000 
bushels exceeded the production of last year by nearly 1,500,000 bushels, and was also 
largely in excess of the past decadal average. The high average yield of 167 bushels 
per acre has only once been exceeded in recent years. Unfortunately oversea prices were 
ruinously low, and the total value of the output delivered at port of shipment estim- 
ated at £663,000 contrasted with the £937,500 realised for the considerably smaller yield 
of the previous season.

SMALL FRUITS. 


The production, which was 17 per cent. below that for the previous year was also 


22,000 bushels less than the quinquennial average. Prices were likewise lower than 
1928-29. 


LIVESTOCK (at 31st December, 1929). 


HORSES. 


The decrease in horses was about 570, bringing the number to about 34,300, com- 
pared with 41,000 in 1919. 


CATTLE. 


The total of cattle was 214,600, an increase of 5800 on the previous year, and the 
highest number since 1925. 


SHEEP. 


The total was 2,091,000, an increase of over 90,000 in 1929. Allowing for the 
different time of the year at which the enumeration was made before 1927, the total 
indicates that sheep have more than regained the high level reached in 1919. The 
increase during 1929 was general throughout practically all divisions of the State. 


PIGS. 


The number of pigs increased during the year to 52,899, the highest number enu- 
merated since 1917-18.

The following table gives an estimate of the quantities and values of net agricultural and pastoral 
production for the past five years. The quantities given are the quantities marketd together 
with an allowance for consumption by the producers and their families. The values differ from the “farm” 
values of individual products given on the preceding page, chiefly by deduction of hay and other forage used 
on the farm in order to obtain other products which are marketed. A general deduction is made for expendi- 
ture on fertilisers, spray material, sheep-dip, &c. A further deduction should be made for cost of upkeep of 
buildings, fences, and implements and for depreciation, but sufficient data are not yet available to make a 
satisfactory estimate of these costs. 


Unlike the values on the previous page, these values can be added together without duplication. But only 
the final total for all agricultural and pastoral production together has real significance, because agricultural 
products consumed on the farm (and therefore not counted here) are used to produce the marketed stock, 
milk, and wool, which are here given their full farm values; i.e., the agricultural and pastoral industries are 
inseparable.

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MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY: TASMANIA. 


Report for 1929-30. 
(Figures in parentheses are those for corresponding periods of 1928-29.) 


For statistical purposes in Australia a factory is an establishment engaged in 
secondary production, which uses power or employs more than three perons. Certain 
industries, however, such as construction works (buildings, wharves, bridges, and 
roads), fuel cutting, and slaughtering have never been included in the Commonwealtl 
schedule of manufacturing industries. 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. 


Returns for the year 1929-30 were received from 845 establishments, as compared 
with 785 in 1928-29. The increase was due to increases in sawmills and food and 
drink classes. The number of sawmills rose from 158 to 193, and butter, cheese and 
milk, fish preserving, and bread and biscuit factories increased by 18, The other 
classes showed only comparatively small changes, 


HANDS EMPLOYED. 


The number of employees on an average for the whole year (10,820) increased 
with the increase in establishments, last year’s figure being 10,538, but was still lower 
than the figure for 1927-28 (11,136). The increase was confined to male workers, 
whose numbers rose from 8217 to 8547, females dropping from 2321 to 2278. This is 
accounted for by the fact that sawmills, railway works, metal extraction plants, and 
rubber works were the chief classes showing an increase, the bulk of employees in 
these industries being male workers. The only class showing an increase in female 
workers is rubber works, which shows a heavy increase in workers of both sexes, due 
to the inclusion of a large scale factory for the first time.

The proportions of large to small establishments are practically unchanged, but, 
both in Tasmania with 310 hands and on the mainland with 278 hands, the average 
number employed in factories of over 100 hands, is lower than the previous year. The 
average employed in all factories in Tasmania has dropped slightly from 14:7 to 14:4, 
and Australia shows a similar drop from 20:5 to 20:2. 


OUTPUT AND PRODUCTION. 


The consideration of the activities of various industries requires differentiation 
between “value of output” or the gross value of goods delivered from the factory, 
and “value of production,’ which is the value added to raw materials used in the fac- 
tory in the process of manufacture. To obtain the actual value of the wealth produced 
by factory processes the costs of manufacture must be as far as possible deducted from 
the value of output. Such costs are the value of raw materials used; wrappers and 
containers, the cost of fuel, power, water, and other stores; tools replaced and repairs 
to plant; and depreciation. Wages, in relation to industry as a whole, are reckoned, not 
as a cost of manufacture, but as the share of the value of production accruing to labour 
from its co-operation with capital. At present, also, no deduction is made for deprecia- 
tion owing to the impossibility of getting figures completely accurate and consistent. 
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The following table sets out the allotment of the gross value of output between 
these items for the last five years :—

The gross output, £8,560,452 (£8,475,916), and the value of production, £3,562,225 
(£8,555,294), were both higher than in the previous year, but a general increase in 
labour costs reduced the “ unallotted balance,’’ which represents the amount available 
to cover overhead charges and profit. The item “ other costs,” also showed an increase, 
but raw materials showed a slight decrease. The production per £100 labour cost 
shows a sudden drop, due to the great increase in labour costs which rose from 
ara cape to (£2,154,053), while the value of net production remained practically 
stationary.

Sawmills, consistent with the large increase in the number of mills operating, 
show the greatest increase among these industries (from £211,969 to £255,222). 
Increases are shown also in books, printing, &c., cycle and motor works, and heating 
and power. 


Metal extraction works, £697,067 (£769,330), show the largest drop in value of 
production, due to the fall in metal prices. Foodstuffs also suffered a decline in value, 
and the drop in the bread, biscuits, and confectionery class, which was noticed last 
year, was even greater in the year under review. Jam and pulp also dropped further, 
but was still higher than in the years preceding 1927-28 which was a peak year. 


Cost OF MANUFACTURE. 


The cost of raw materials, £4,012,745 (£4,015,280), showed very little alteration on 
last year’s figure. In the metal works and machinery class, £1,199,000 (£1,294,000) ; 
and food and drink class, £1,408,000 (£1,446,000); the decline was most marked 
though there were downward movements in other classes. The chief increases in cost 
of raw materials were in sawmills, £290,000 (£251,000), rubber works, £88,000 
(£11,000), and clothing and textiles, £572,000 (£559,000). ‘‘ Other costs ”’—that is 
costs other than labour and raw material, but not including depreciation, rose steeply 
from £905,342 in 1928-29 to £985,482 in 1929-30. This figure has risen consistently 
since 1926-27, when it was recorded at £826,000, and is an outstanding feature. Probably 
a large percentage of the increase is due to the more complete statement of overhead 
charges. The bulk of the increase was caused by the rise in food and drink, £312,966 
(£265,989) ; clothing, £66,429 (£55,624) ; heat and power, £61,158 (£42,327), and rubber 
works, £25,476 (£1577). The chief drop was in stone, clay, and glass, £70,732 
(£90,521). There were smaller variations in most of the other classes, increases in the 
case of treating raw materials, wood-working, books, printing, &c., ship building, and 
drugs and chemicals, and decreases in vehicles, saddlery, &c., furniture, bedding, &c., 
and jewellery. 
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LABOUR COSTS. 


The average amount of wages per annum for all workers, £227 (£219) for males, 
and £98 (£91) for females, showed an increase over the previous year, in the case of 
males of £8 per annum, and a decrease in the case of females of £2 per annum. The 
wage for “all other workers,” which does not include working proprietors, managers, 
overseers, accountants, or clerks, was £208 (£199) per annum for males, and £87 (£90) 
per annum for females, an increase of £9 and a decrease of £8 respectively. The aver- 
age wage per annum for all workers, male and female was £199, an increase of £7 per 
annum on the previous year. 


FIXED CAPITAL INVESTED. ! 


The total fixed capital invested was £9,944,000 (£9,157,000). The tendency to 
increase shown in previous years has been continued in 1929-30, the improvement on 
1928-29 being £887,000 or about 9 per cent. The value of land and buildings increased 
from £2,805,000 to £2,997,000, and that of plant and machinery rose from £6,352,000 
to £6,947,000. The chief increases in land and buildings were in rubber works, 
£130,000; metal extraction, £60,000, cycle and motor works, £34,000; woollen mills, 
£17,000; and sawmills, £15,000; and those in plant and machinery were rubber goods, 
£160,000; metal extraction, £148,000; electricity, £65,000; sawmills, £34,000; and wool- 
len mills, £28,000, 

Power USED. 

The aggregate horse-power used in all industries in Tasmania during 1929-30 
was 142,528 h.p., but this includes 57,390 h.p. duplicated by the inclusion of electric 
power generated by other forces. The net horse-power used was, therefore, 85,138. 
The corresponding net figure for the previous year was 85,035 h.p.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN FOR THE YEAR, 1929. - 
Hobart, 24th November, 1930. 


Sir, 

In accordance with Section 10 of the Friendly 
Societies Act, 1888, I have the honour to make the 
following report with respect to the year 1929. 

Note.—Figures in parentheses refer to the previous 
year—1928. 


Returns and Information. 


Copies of the printed report and tables for 1928 
showing the strength, progress, and financial posi- 
tion of the societies, were forwarded to district 
secretaries and secretaries of the larger lodges, 
and to other persons who applied for them. 

For the year under review very little trouble 
was experienced in obtaining returns from lodges, 
though in isolated cases the aid of the Registrar 
of Friendly Societies had to be invoked in order 
to procure the returns within a reasonable time. 
Whilst on the subject of returns I would like to 
point out that in some cases the financial state- 
ments as received were not satisfactory, though 
in most instances they had been certified as being 
correct by the auditors. In this regard I would 
submit that a more general adoption of the prac- 
tice of some societies to employ professional 
auditors would be of material advantage. 


Societies. 


During 1929 there were 20 distinct societies 
registered under the Friendly Societies Act, 1888, 
carrying on business in Tasmania. The “ special 
societies” which comprise the staff of a particular 
firm or institution or of the residents of one 
locality, and have no branch lodges, number 7 (6), 
with a benefit membership of 11-1 (6-5) per cent. 
of all societies. Some time in 1928 the Hobart 
and Buckingham Districts I.0.0.F.M.U. amalgam- 
ated, so that there were in 1929 13 (14) ordinary 
societies, with 159 (152) branches for males, 21 
(20) for females, and 7 (8) for juveniles. The 
total number of branches, including special 
societies, operating in 1929 was 194, compared 
with a total of 186 in 1928. 


Membership. 


For the year under review the total number of 
benefit members in all lodges reached the highest 


) 


figures yet attained, namely, 27,160 (24,958), an 
increase of 2202 on 1928 and 2084 higher than 
the previous maximum, namely, 25,076 members 
in 1927. Although societies in general showed 
improved figures, 1222 of this unusual’ increase 
was due to the inclusion of 10 new lodges. Male 
“ ordinary ” lodges gained 838 members during 
the year, 298 of which were due to new branches. 
“Special” societies showed an increase of 12538 
members, of which 917 were due to a new society ; 
female lodges increased by 86, the new lodge 
formed being responsible for 7 members; and 
juvenile lodges, though one lodge went out of exis- 
tence, accounted for an increase of 25 members. 
The membership of the societies was 12-7 (11:8) 
per cent. of the mean population of Tasmania. 
This is a greatly improved percentage on previous 
years, but, as mentioned above, a great deal of 
the advance is due to new lodges. Excluding the 
effect of these lodges, the percentage increase 
would be reduced to 12-1 per cent., compared with 
11‘8 per cent. in 1928. 

Attention was drawn to the increasing average 
age of members in my report of last year; and in 
1929, notwithstanding a record number of initia- 
tions of new members, the average has again 
increased for male societies to 40-4 (40:3). years, 
compared with 38:1 years in 1919. From these 
figures it would seem that the new members were 
not drawn from the younger age-groups; but it 
must be taken into consideration that the larger 
“ special ” societies do not specify the age of their 
members, and it may be reasonably assumed that 
if they were taken into consideration the aver- 
age age of members would be somewhat lower. 
Among the ordinary societies, with two excep- 
tions, namely, the Hibernian A.C.B.S. and the 
Southern Cross District of the I.O.R., there has 
been a pronounced increase in the average age of 
members during the last decade. 

For female societies the average age moves 
very closely round 30 years. In 1925 it reached 
30-6 years and in 1928 it had dropped to 30-1 
years, while for the present year it has further 
dropped to 29-8. 

Eliminating these special societies, and confin- 
ing attention to the ordinary friendly societies 
composed of adult males, the following analysis 
of membership has been made :—

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The significance of the results given above is 
in the greater proportion of membership in the 
older age group in the later years. Although 
this change may be due in some measure to the 
increasing span of human life, it is, nevertheless, 
a matter of importance in the welfare of the 
societies, and must be considered as discounting 
in some degree the greater amount of accumu- 
lated funds per member. 

This change in the age composition of lodge 
members is probably associated with the migra- 
tion of young adults to the mainland, and, 
although this migration has been very materially 
reduced recently, the erasion of its effect will be 
gradual. The increasing proportion of old lives 
and the consequent increasing pressure of liability 
on assets offer little inducement for young people 
to join. This is especially thecase withthose lodges 
which, by actuarial valuation, were shown to have 
serious deficiences, because it is obvious that some 
part of the contributions of new young members— 
which should be the counterpart of the benefits 
which the society contracts to give to them—must 
be deflected towards meeting the deficiency 
accumulated on account of the older members. 

There were 1332 (1120) members of all lodges 
(male, female, and juvenile) unfinancial at the 
end of the year, being 5-1 (4:5) per cent. of all 
benefit members. The figure for 1928 was very 
low and was associated with a very high rate of 
departures by arrears: During 1929 the rate of 
departures from arrears slackened considerably, 
being 41°9 (50-4) for male lodges, and 92:3 
(106-0) for female lodges per 1000 - financial 
members. 


Sickness and Mortality. 


The sickness experienced for 1929 was higher 
in male societies than for any year since the 
influenza epidemic year 1919. During 1929 there 
were 4930: (4688) cases, compared with a decen- 
nial average of 4397, and the amount of time for 
which sick pay was allowed was 284,983 (262,538) 
days, which is the highest figure yet recorded and 
very much higher than the ten year average 
229,158. There seems to be no outstanding reason 
for this abnormal figure beyond the fact that in 
times of financial stress the sickness experience 
in lodges is usually high. The duration of. sick- 
ness per case was 57°8 (56) days, compared with 
an average of 52:1 days per case during the ten 
year period ending 1929. 

The number of females receiving sick pay, 276 
(248), was also very high, as was the total dura- 
tion of sickness, 16,185 (14,406) days, compared 
with a decennial average of 205 cases, amounting 
to 11,282 days. The average duration of female 
sickness per case was high at 58-6 (59-3) days, as 
compared with 55:2 days average per case over 
the ten year period. 

Of the low figure of 221 (263) deaths recorded 
during the year, 209 (254) were males, 11 (9) 
females, and 1 (0) juveniles. The male death 
rate was 8-7 (11:5) per thousand financial mem- 
bers, which was very low, whilst the female death- 
rate, at 6-7 (5-8) per thousand financial members, 
was higher than for some years past. 

During the year 122 (108) registered wives 
died, and funeral donations amounting to £1703 
(£1450) were paid on their account. 


Funds. 


Net receipts at £123,964 (£120,859) show an 
increase of £3000 over 1928, and expenditure has 
dropped nearly £2000 compared with last year, 
being recorded at £106,915 (£108,901), so that the 
net result was an increased surplus, £17,049 
(£11,958), which is equal to a margin of 15-9 
(11) of expenditure. This is a big improvement 
on last year’s figures, but is not altogether as 
favourable as its appears, as allowance must be 
made for the big increase in new members, who, 
although paying contributions in the year under 
review, are not entitled to sick benefits till they 
have belonged to a society for at least six months, 
and, in some instances, not until twelve months 
have elapsed. For the five year period 1916-20— 
the period before the 1921 valuation—the average 
surplus was 9-5 per cent. of expenditure or 7s. 8d. 
per financial member. From 1921-25—the five 
year period after the valuation—the average 
surplus improved to 13:7 per cent. of expendi- 
ture or lls. 2d. per financial member, while for 
the past four years, 1926-29, the average sur- 
plus has been 15:3 per cent. of expenditure or 
13s. per financial member. 

Excluding dispensaries’ stocks, the accumu- 
lated funds increased by £16,291 or 4:19 per cent., 
and the total funds are now £405,063 (£388,772). 
Of this total £17,243 (£13,952) was held as cash 
or non-revenue producing assets, and the remain- 
der, £387,820 (£374,820), was invested in income 
producing investments. At £15 13s. 8d. per 
financial member, funds decreased by 12s. 6d. 
per financial member from the high figure of £16 
6s. 2d. per financial member in 1928. 


Receipts. 


Of the total net receipts of £123,964 (£120,859), 
contributions and levies accounted for £88,048 
(£85,598) or £3 8s. 2d. (£3 11s. 10d.) per finan- 
cial member ; entrance fees, £523 (£450) ; interest, 
dividends, &c., £20,645 (£21,554) or 16s. (18s. 
1d.) per financial member; and other income 
£14,748 (£13,257). Interest, as compared with 
last year, shows a small decrease, and the average 
rate earned 5-1 (5-5), although not as high as in 
1928, may be considered satisfactory. 


EHapenditure. 


The total net expenditure for 1929 was £106,915 
(£108,901), which was equivalent to £4 2s. 9d. 
(£4 11s. 5d.) per financial member. Of this total, 
medical attendance and medicines accounted for 
£29,238 (£26,472) or £1 2s. 8d. (£1 2s. 3d.) per 
financial member. 

Sick pay was responsible for £33,192 (£32,560), 
which is higher than the previous maximum figure 
of last year. On account of the new members as 
mentioned above, sick pay per financial member 
was lower at £1 5s. 8d. than last year (£1 7s. 4d.), 
which is slightly higher than the four-yearly aver- 
age 1926-29, namely, £1 5s. 4d. 

Mortality, as previously mentioned, was low, 
and £17,738 (£19.700) was paid for funeral bene- 
fits, but this figure is well above the average and 
represents 13s. 9d. (16s. 6d.) per financial 
member. 
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Administration expenses at £19,083 (£18,752) 
are slightly in advance of the record figure of last 
year and work out at 14s. 9d. (15s. 9d.) per finan- 
cial member. As pointed out in my report of 
1928, this item of expense seems high and worthy 
of attention from those responsible. 

Of the whole expenditure, medical expenses 
took 27 (24) per cent.; sick pay 31 (30) per 
cent.; funeral benefits 17 (18) per cent; adminis- 
tration 18 (17) per cent.; and extra benefits and 
miscellaneous expenditure 7 (11) per cent. 


Valuation of Funds. 


In my last report attention was drawn to the 
requirement of the Friendly Societies Act that 
there shall be a quinquennial actuarial valuation 
of the funds of the societies. Though the Act 
empowers me to order such a valuation to be made, 
apparently at the expense of the society, it has 
been the practice for many years past for the 
Government to bear the cost, and, in view of this 


long-standing precedent, I would ask that the 
Government should again, at an early date, pro- 
vide for a general actuarial investigation of the 
affairs of the societies. 

The importance to the community of these 
societies for mutual help will be appreciated when 
it is understood that they embrace one-third of 
the male breadwinners of the State and that their 
accumulated funds amount to £405,000.
